- Sugar Cane Experiment Station 


Thursday, CENTS 5, a tour of 
the Sugar Cane Experiment Sta- 
tion in Canal Point was enjoyed 
by the Canal Point, Pahokee and 
Belle Glade Garden Clubs. The 
Canal Point club served coffee and 
cookies prior to the tour. 

Dr. Leo P. Hebert, superinten- 
dent of the station, explained the 
many interesting phases of the 
sugar cane plant and its develop- 
ment. His introduction started 
with a history of the Canal Point 
station. 

He stated that the station was 
established in 1920. Two years 
previously, crosses between sugar 
cane varieties were made on Col- 
lins Key. In later years, the 
crosses have been.made in Canal 
Point. .' 

The club members saw tiny cane 
seed, almost invisible to the naked 
eye. They were told of the many 
steps needed for the tiny plant to 
grow into z.sugar producing plant. 
Some 80,000 to 100.000 small plants 
are set out in the field, each year. 
A small percentage of this group 
may eventually become commer- 
cial varities. 

The tour included the green- 
house, breéding house, mill house 
-&nd. the field where many “exotic 

“varieties are grown. The mem- 
bers were amazed at the work 
needed to produce a desirable var- 
iet; cane for sugar cane
